Send In Your 
Homeowner^s 
Exemption Now 

Philip E. Watson, Los An¬ 
geles County Assessor, .said 
that Homeowners and Vet¬ 
eran Exemption claim forms 
are now being mailed to all 
eligible recipients. 

All who qualified for the 
$750 Homeowners Exemption 
or the Veterans Exemption 
last year, should be recei¬ 
ving a machine printed form 
to be filled out by the ap¬ 
plicant. The A.ssossor men 
lioned that tlio law requires 
all recipients complete and 
mail in the reauired forms 
each year in order to qiuali- 
fy for th(> particular exemp¬ 
tion. 

Watson pointed' out that 
more than a million cLaims 
have been scheduled for 
mailing February 24, but 
anyone who does .not receive 
a form in the mail by March 
15, may pick one up at any 
of the A.sses.sor’s offices. 

To qualify for the Home- 
owner Exerpption on the 
next tax bill, a person m.ust 
have lived In his home on 
the lien date of March 1, 
1972.

between the RTD and the 
unio.n. The commission wa.s 
convened at the ATU’s re¬ 
quest.

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1, 1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

Voters Are Resisting To 
Bond Issues, But Not Saving 


Voter resistance to new 
the lowest bonded debt for 
than a decade, but this has 
i.ncrea.sp in the uso of lease- 
purchase obligations to ac¬ 
quire facilities. State Con¬ 
troller Houston I. Flournoy 
.said today. 

Tlie counties’ bonded in- 
debtedne.ss for 1970-71 was 
$177,428,000 a docre.'iso of 
$14,821,000 from 1969-70 a.nd 
the lowest point since 1960- 
61. The Controller said lca.se- 
purchase agreements report¬ 
ed by 14 county governments 
had' an e.stimaled money 
valup of $720,000,000 if con- 
li.nued to their termination. 
This was an increase of 
$16.3,000,000 from the prior 
year’s e.stimate, a jump of 
more tlian 27 per cent. 

“Wliethor the oa.se of en¬ 
tering into the.sp agreements 
ilias relaxed the scrutiny tra¬ 
ditionally given to bond pro¬ 
posals remains to he seen,’’ 
Flournoy said in the Fore¬ 
word of tile Controller’s 
Annual Report of Finan¬ 
cial Tra.nsactions Concerning 
Counties of California for 
FLscal Year 1970-71. 

Flournoy pointed out that 
the report is confined to 
county government opera¬ 
tions a,nd does .not reflect the 
effects of otlier local govern¬ 
ment opor.ations .such as 
cities, scliool.s, and special 
districts. 

“Tlic report also sliows the 
eonti.nui.ng growth of prop¬ 
erty taxes ;i,s a source of 
revenue,’’ Flournoy said, 
"eveti though statewide 
liomeownors and business 
inventory exemptions have 
,now been in effect three 
years.’’ During 1970-71 the 
State paid $84,627,468 in re¬ 
imbursements for the loss of 
county general purpose prop¬ 
erty tax revG.nue due to these 
two exemptions. State pay¬ 
ments to all local govern¬ 
ment entities as reimburse¬ 
ments for these property tax 
losses totaled ,$309,325,044, 
plus another ^8,575,972 paid 
dieetly to individiuals under 
the Senior Citizens Property 
Tax Assistance Law. 

Flournoy said that prop¬ 
erty taxes for general cou,n- 
ty purpo.ses collected during 
1970-71 totaled $1,64,5,064,950, 
an increase of $383,564,962 or

The Worst Mistake 


Coneeiii for the environment has become one of 
today’s high priority controversies largely because of the 
question.s and emotions raised "as we try to strike a 
balance between our desires for rrrsource preservation 
and our need for resource development.’’ 

This was pointed out by a man well qualified lo 
discuss the subject, LI. General Frederek J. Clarke, 
Chief of Engineers, United .States Army. General Clarke, 
six'akirig before tho Commonwealth Club of California, 
in San F’raneisco, said: 

"I find no one who is against open spaces, trees, 
mountains, trout brooks, clean water, sparkling beaches 

no one who doesn’t want clean air, beautiful vista.s, 
less traffic congestion, and clean parks. Nor do I find 
anyone who disagrees very much with the idea of a 
balance of j)ayments, an expanding economy, full employ¬ 
ment, a healthy farm production all of the economic 
factors which permit an affluent society to concern itself 
with a high quality of life for all its people. 

“What I do find is that there are quite a few persons 
or groups whose interests are quite single purposed and 
who will not accept other very legitimate demands on 
the same resources they lay claim to. In most eases I 
do not question their sincerity any more than I would 
question their persistence.” 

The General cited as one example of this conflict 
the fact that “it is practically impossible to build any 
kind of power plant without running into an environmental 
battle which can only be resolved after years in the courts. 
Meanwhile, the margin between available capacity and 
demand narrows to a crisis point.” 

Our challenge is to maximize the good and minimize 
the b.id without, as General Clarke admonished, ever 
getting to tho point "where we're afraid to act, afraid 
to build, afraid to meet challenges and solve problems, 
for fear we’ll make a mistake.” 

That, he concluded, “would be the greatest mistake 
of all. On the record, our achievements outweigh our 
errors by many, many times.”
